Wavid Brown, Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent, cabled last night 
that the wedge between the Rome 
highway and the Cassino-Pignatoro 
road is being hotly contested, 
Hastily organised parachute units, 
backed by tanks, are fighting 
savagely to protect Highway Six. . 

Between the wedge and Pignatoro 
—in which Allied troops are now 
fighting — Marshal Kesselring is 
throwing in Mark ill and Mark LV 
tanks and assault “ 75’s” in a grim 
bid to stave off the threat of Pigna- 
toro’s fall and the severance of the 
Rome road.

VALLEY OVER-RUN 


The sweeping . Franco-American 
advance has now completely over- 
run the whole Ausente Valley, while 
the French push into the Lower 
Liri Valley is making steady 
progress. French troops who, on 
Monday, took San Girogio. also 
occupied the neighbouring villages 
of Cresta, Santa Luca and 
Leforche. | 

British troops north of the French 
advance are pushing resolutely into 
the most formidable portion of the 
Gustav Line nearer Cassino. The 
Eighth Army has regained all the 
ground south-west of Cassino lost 
during violent counter-attacks. 

The Eighth Army’s’ Rapido 
bridgehead, which narrows along 
its northern portion to a depth of 
approximately two miles, is being 
pushed into the valley in an ever- 
widening arc, whose axis is on the 
west bank of the river just below 
Cassino. 

Two-thirds of the powerful bridge- 
head force, it was disclosed yester- 
day, are British. The only other

Italy has halted in its tracks north 
of Cassino."

(The 
official communiqué has not men- 
tioned any fighting north of 
Cassino.) Fraser’s message, quoted 
in. an A.P. cable from New York, 
said: “ Fanatical counter-attacks by 
a German paratroop division have 
succeeded in bringing the Eighth 
Army to a dead stop.”

German air activity over parts of 
southern England began soon after 
midnight on Monday, and -bombs 
were dropped on five south coast 
towns. Several people were killed 
in one town. A German report 
stated that “ortsmouth was attacked 
and that large numbers of ‘bombs 
were dropped on the town.

General Alexander launched his 
latest offensive. There seems to 
be no doubt that the junction of 
the Eighth and Fifth Allied 
Armies was brought about in such 
a way as to take the Germans 
almost completely by surprise. It 
was an excellent bit of Staff 
work, involving the transportation 
of very large bodies of men, with 
masses of material, across the 
ridges of the Apennines. On the 
other hand, it seems to be equally 
clear that Marshal von Kesselring 
had been anticipating some such 
move for some time past. 
Although taken by surprise, he 
does not appear to have been in 


any way embarrassed by General’ 


Alexander’s sudden attack, and the 
attitude of caution that was taken 
up by the British Press at the 
start of the offensive already has 
been fully justified. After one of 
the greatest artillery and aerial 
bombardments in all military 
history, the Anglo-American 
forces went over to the offensive 
a week ago. They included, in 
addition to British and American. 
troops, contingents of Indians and 
Poles, and of Frenchmen under 
General Juin. Their immediate 
objective was the famous Gustav 
Line; but the Allied commanders ‘ 
were fully aware of the fact that 
behind that line the Germans had 
been perfecting their system of 
defence in depth, with the result 
that between the Gustav Line 
and Rome there is a series of 
formidable defensive positions, 
any one of which, probably, is 
at least as strong as the Gustav 
Line itself. So far as can be 
ascertained at present, the Allied 
assault has succeeded to the extent 
thet several heavy “dents” have 
been made in the German posi- 
tions; but up to the present, at 
any rate, there has been no 
question of a “ break-through ” 
in the sense to which the world 
has become accustomed in the 
case of the Russian offensives. 
For one thing, the territory over 
which fighting is taking place in 
Italy does not lend itself to 
spectacular advances. Between 
Cassino and Rome the country 
is very hilly, and in the valley of 
the Liri the German defenders 
enjoy advantages similar to those 
which were enjoyed: by Lord 
George Murray’s Highlanders 
against the troops of General 
Cope in the “ Forty-five ”: 
“A hundred men could hold that 
post, 
With hardihood against a host.” 
For another thing, it is evident 
that Marshal von Kesselring 


| regards the Allied attack as a 


‘major operation. He is deter- 
mined to do everything in his 
power to frustrate: it; and he is 
a military commander of no 
small skill. Allied reports declare

Hitherto the farthest advance 
seems to have been made by 
General Juin’s Frenchmen, who 


| have reached a position some 


eight miles from their starting- 
point. Indian troops are stated 
to have reached the outskirts of 
Pignatoro, in the Liri Valley, and, 
towards the north, to have crossed 
the important road between 
Cassino and Minturno. The 
Polish forces have been occupied 
in a desperate struggle with the 
German First Paratroop Division, 
which probably is the most 
famous unit in the whole 
Wehrmacht. Other German para- | 
troops also are engaged in the, 
struggle. Indeed, according to 
Donald Fraser, the “Blue Net- 
work ” radio correspondent, these 
troops have brought the Eighth 
Army to a “dead stop.” Of 
course, at this stage it is im- 
possible even to guess at the 
outcome of the present fighting 
in Italy. For several months 
there has been a virtual deadlock 
in the area of the Gustav 
Line. It is quite certain that 
before General Alexander went 
over to the attack last week 
each side had taken the other’s 
measure; and nobody who had 
been following the course of 
military events had any doubt 
that neither side could hope “to 
gain an easy victory. On many 
previous occasions during the 
present war the Allies had been 
accused of the military sin of 
sending a boy on a man’s errand. 


They had had bitter experience in | 


this regard, and it is most unlikely 
that the Italian offensive was 
undertaken without full know- 
ledge of all its possible conse- 
quences. British reports declare 
that the Anglo-American forces 
have suffered fewer casualties 
than they expected to suffer; but 
it is admitted by both sides that 
the fighting has been exceedingly 
bitter, Every inth of ground is 
being contested by the Germans, 
who, obviously; have received 
substantial reinforcements. The 
German bulletins, on the whole, 
are non-committal; but they do 
not seek to hide the gravity of 
the situation, and lay particular 
stress on the dangers to which the 
city of Rome has been exposed. 
In the meantime, the world is 
watching proceedings with bated 
breath.

Youth Hostels 


Two more week-ends will bring 
us to Whitsuntide, the beginning 
of the holiday season; and with 
its arrival even the tardy few who 
still have no plans for their 
summer vacation will find them- 
selves forced to take thought on 
the subject. Never was it so 
difficult to plan a holiday as it is 
now. Transport restrictions have 
put. the more remote hotels 
beyond the reach of people with 
only a week or so.to spare; and 
the establishments nearer . to 
Dublin have become so popular 
that some already announce -“ no 
vacancies for summer season.” 
The task of the holiday-planner 
may be eased when, in a few 
weeks’ time, the new hotel guide 
of the Irish Tourist Board is 
made available. Meanwhile, he 
may derive some comfort, and 
pernaps a great deal of practical 
assistance, from the publications 
of An Oige—otherwise known as 
the Irish Youth Hostels Associa- 
tion. Many visitors to the recent 
National Planning Exhibition 
were surprised to see marked 
upon the. large display map of 
Ireland, which formed the centre- 
piece of the exhibition, so many 
youth hostels, In fact, there now 
exists a worth-while chain of 
hostels from Wicklow up to Co, 
Down, and there are various 
others in fine situations in other 
parts of the country. Recently, 
a new hostel has been opened at 
Clogher Head, Co. Louth; so that 
it seems that An Oige is resolved 
not to let even a war stand in the 
way of its development. Naturally, 
youth hostels do not satisfy the 
need of every holiday-maker. 
They are designed primarily, as 
the name implies, for the benefit 
of young people; and they cater 
only for those who travel by foot 
or by bicycle. Nevertheless, to 
such tourists—and they have 
become more in number since 
travel abroad has been made im- 
possible—the youth hostel offers 
an inexpensive and a pleasant 
holiday. The rise of An Oige 
has done more than anything else 
to open “up a prospect of cheap 
holidays in Ireland for Irish 
people. The post-war years 
ought to see a further develop- 
ment in its service, which then 
a be an attraction to foreigners
